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DETAILED ACTION 
Claim Objections 

1 . Claim 3 is objected to because of the following informalities: it is unclear if 
the "locating ring" of claim 3, is the same as. Appropriate correction is required. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC§112 

1 . The following is a quotation of the second paragraph' of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly claiming the 
subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

2. Claims 1-9 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being 
indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter 
which applicant regards as the invention. 

In claim 1, line 17, the phrase "outer circumference" is in definite in the 
context of the claims, since it is unclear what element is being referred to. This is 
also the case in 2 and 5. 

In claim 1, line 27, it is unclear in the context of the claim how the tooth 
washer is "firmly and elastically compressed", in the context of the claim 
language. By what structure is this achieved? This is also true in claim 5. 
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Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 
3. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 
that form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(e) the invention was described in (1) an application for patent, published under section 122(b), by another filed 
in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent or (2) a patent granted on an application for 
patent by another filed in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent, except that an 
international application filed under the treaty defined in section 351(a) shall have the effects for purposes of this 
subsection of an application filed in the United States only if the international application designated the United 
States and was published under Article 21(2) of such treaty in the English language. 

(e) the invention was described in a patent granted on an application for patent by another filed in the United 
States before the invention thereof by the applicant for patent, or on an international application by another who 
has fulfilled the requirements of paragraphs (1), (2), and (4) of section 371(c) of this title before the invention 
thereof by the applicant for patent. 



The changes made to 35 U.S.C. 102(e) by the American Inventors Protection 
Act of 1999 (AIPA) and the Intellectual Property and High Technology Technical 
Amendments Act of 2002 do not apply when the reference is a U.S. patent 
resulting directly or indirectly from an international application filed before 
November 29, 2000. Therefore, the prior art date of the reference is determined 
under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) prior to the amendment by the AIPA (pre-AIPA 35 U.S.C. 
102(e)). 



4. Claims 1, 4, 5, and 8 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being 
anticipated by Kim, US Patent 6,618,903. A hinge structure, comprising a pivot 
shaft 20, a second end with a shaft section having a tightening section 23 1 
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provided at a free end there of; a bracket 40 having a first arm serving as a 
mounting arm for connecting electronic screen said clam-type apparatus, and a 
second arm normal said first arm; said second arm being provided at 
predetermined position with a shaft hole 44 for rotatably engaging with said shaft 
section of said pivot shaft; a fastening member 90; and least one external tooth 
washer (50, 60) located between said bracket and said fastening member, and 
provided along an outer circumference with a plurality of radially outward 
projected external teeth (52, 62); said bracket and said at least one external tooth 
washer being sequentially mounted on said pivot shaft and said fastening member 
being screwed to said tightening section at the second end of said pivot shaft to 
form said hinge structure; whereby when said mounting section of said pivot shaft 
and said mounting arm of said bracket are connected to said mainframe and said 
screen, respectively, said clam-type electronic apparatus, said external teeth of said 
at least one external tooth washer are firmly and elastically compressed between 
said bracket and said fastening member mounted on said pivot shaft, and thereby 
prevent said fastening member from turning along with said screen when said 
screen is pivotally turned, or separating from said pivot shaft after said screen has 
been pivotally turned many times. 
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Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

5. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for 
all obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set forth in 
section 1 02 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and the prior art are 
such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the invention was made to a person 
having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. Patentability shall not be negatived by the 
manner in which the invention was made. 

6. Claims 2, 3, 6, and 7 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being 
unpatentable over Kim in view of Miura, US Patent 6,154,925. Kim does not 
explicitly teach of each a locating ring, an oil ring, and a lug ring. Mirura provides 
locating ring 10, lug ring and oil ring (7, 9). Such a configuration allows for the 
reduction of rattling between parts of the hinge. It would have been obvious for 
one skilled in the art to modify the design of Kim to include these ring elements, as 
generally taught in Miura, for the purpose of helping to reduce rattling between the 
hinge parts. 



Allowable Subject Matter 
7. Claim 9 would be allowable if rewritten to overcome the rejection(s) under 
35 U.S.C. 112, 2nd paragraph, set forth in this Office action and to include all of 
the limitations of the base claim and any intervening claims.
